Too Sweeping. 


A writer in a magazine conies down harder on aulonionil- 


ists as a class than the circumstances will justify. 
'I "ere are 


some automobilists who '.'ire .guilly of grave abuse o ineii 
privileges and rights, and'who'iU'e ,ill bred enough to distribute 
impudence as well-as to-cairy danger along the ways they 
travel but'the great majority of people-.who travel'in moloi 
cars are not of this class. They are sane and decent, showing 
a-disposition to live and let live,:and it is: no-fairer to judge 
them by the conduct of the reckless and the impudent than it 
would be to judge a community by the loafers and bummers 
who are haled before the police court in the morning. 


The writer referred to says automobilists go where they are 


not asked to go, bearing up the roads with their heavy ma- 
chines finding fault with rural communities because the roads 
are not better than they are, calling the residents of the coun- 
try districts reubens, jays and mbssbacks, scattering waste 
paper, lunch boxes, egg shells and empty bottles along the 
roads and making a nuisance of themselves generally. 
' 


That there are cases of this sort of conduct may be ad- 


mitted but everybody knows that'll is by no means (he rule. 
The average aut'omobilist is a decent man or woman seeking 
the enjoyments of the road without trenching upon the rights 
of any other man or woman. The worst offending on the 
part of motorists is in the form of overspeeding, the tempta- 
tion to which is very strong in places, and a most inhuman 
act is committed when an injury is inflicted and the driver luir- 


' ries on without stopping to investigate or to reveal his iden- 


tity. For such an act there is absolutely no excuse, but for- 
tunately there is not one motorist in 100 who would be guilty 


The magazine writer lays great stress on the statement that 


"we go where we have not been asked to go," but that truth 
applies to most travelers and is nothing against them. And to 
most communities all automobilists-but the reckless are very 
welcome, although they have not been asked to come. Most 
of them have a way of scattering more or less money along 
the routes traversed and most of them are very agreeable peo- 
ple to meet. There is certainly no warrant for holding up 
automobilists as a class as little better than high-toned tramps, 
and in attempting to administer a proper rebuke to those de- 
serving it the writer alluded to has made his denunciation too 
sweeping.
